Be- 
cause tbe pressure of air bad not been 
sufficient water had leaked in and col-> 
leeted in tbe helmet. When he wua 
found tbe water had risen to within a 
qtmrter of an iaeh of bis nostrils. In 
tropical waters sharks menace a diver 
With such ferocity that he is only safe 
when working iu a great cylindrical
